Football World Cup: Alcohol to be served in select areas of 
stadiums 


Alcohol will be provided in select areas within stadiums at this year's Qatar Football World Cup, 
organizers have proved. The FIFA event will be taking place in a Muslim country in the Middle East for 
the first time, and the use of alcohol is forbidden in Islam. A 40,000-capacity fan zone in the capital Doha 
has also been established, where drinks can also be bought.

"We need people to come and have skills they will never forget," CEO Nasser Al Khater told BBC Sport. 


Al Khater stated they are still deciding our alcohol strategy, but this is the first time the Supreme 
Committee (SC) for Legacy and Delivery has publicly stated plans to allow fans to drink within the 
stadium perimeter. FIFA has stated ticket holders will have open-to-drink choices within the stadium 
boundary before kick-off and after the final whistle. Inside the stadium bowl ticket owners will only be 
able to buy non-alcoholic beer and soft drinks. 


It marks a significant easing of the rules for the tournament Football World Cup as Qatar like other 
countries in the Middle East has stringent controls on alcohol and it is unlawful to consume it in public. 
Licensed hotel bars and cafes are the only places that normally sell alcohol, but visitors during the 
tournament Football World Cup will also be clever to purchase a drink at the FIFA fan event in Doha's Al 
Bidda Park after 18:30 local time. 
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During the 2019 FIFA Club World Cup, which took place in Doha and was won by Liverpool, fans were 
able to drink alcohol at a site just out of the city. Al Khater stated additional locations will be transmitted 
in due course, adding: While alcohol will be available to those who want a drink in selected areas, it will 
not be openly offered on the streets. 


What we ask for is that people, when they visit, stick to these assigned areas. We are very thrilled to be 
meeting the world in Qatar and the Middle East and Arab world. For many people, it will be their first 
chance to see and discover the region. It is a once-in-a-lifetime chance, and we are decided to use it to 
its deepest. 


Qatar has a people of just under three million and it is estimated about 1.2 million tourists will be in 
attending the Football World Cup. Al Khater stated there were no worries over a shortfall of space with 
up to 130,000 rooms offered across hotels, cabins in two cruise ships, rooms, and desert camps. 


There have been 40 million Football World Cup ticket requests for the tournament, with 2.45 million 
previously being sold, and Al Khater stated he was sure all tickets offered to the public will be sold. The 
tournament has been pushed to start a day earlier on Sunday, 20 November, with hosts Qatar opposite 
Ecuador.

FIFA has unveiled Fan Fests across the world for the Qatar Football World Cup to make the tournament 
more available for football followers. The contest, lasting a little less than a month from October to 
November this winter, will take place in the distant Middle Eastern peninsula. 


And global football's ruling body FIFA is creating fan parks in front of the host country for the first time, 
to allow fans to drink in the Football World Cup event outside Qatar and London could bid to host its 
own.

If London does ensure its venue, it would be contending with the enormously popular Winter 
Wonderland in the city center over the same time. Formally licensed Fan Fests began at the Germany 
Football World Cup in 2006 and have resumed since then. There were 11 event parks around each of the 
host cities in the contest's last edition, in Russia in 2018, and the previous four Football World Cups have 
seen 40million tourists across five continents. 


FIFA President Gianni Infantino stated: “To support our mission to make football truly worldwide, 
accessible and complete, we are thrilled to announce a new vision for the entertainment knowledge 
near future Football World Cup events.” 


The FIFA Fan Event provides an incredible chance for followers to come altogether outside the stadiums 
and the on-pitch action and understand football in new and distinctive ways. We are truly thrilled about 
the future of the FIFA Fan Event and the improved theater gifts that will bring followers and associates 
alike closer to both men's and women's Football World Cups, as well as global football culture. 


The fan parks at the Euro 2020 tournament, held in around 11 countries in Europe, were largely 
profitable, and the need for tickets to the fan park in Hyde Park, London for the 2018 Football World 
Cup semi-final between England and Croatia was huge. 


Qatar, a smaller country by area than the Falkland Islands, Vanuatu, and Moldova, will only host one fan 
park, a reimagined space in Al Bidda Park in Doha, with the capital city's horizon in the background. It 
will feature live recordings of every match on a giant screen, performances with top global music artists, 
a food court with local cuisine and international treats, matches with FIFA Legends, gaming locations, 
and an official FIFA store. 


The country is remotely matched to previous editions of the Football World Cup, with costs likely to be 
high. If an England fan travel reappearance from London, follow the Three Lions to the final if they get 
there and join all eight games along the way, sit in the inexpensive seats and stay in the least classy 
lodging, the Football Supporters Association has intended you will part with £5,000, earlier you pay for 
any food and drink. 


Though, this must be caveated with the fact Football World Cup Tickets sales have been strong, with 
nearly a 2.5million sold so far. Supreme Committee (SC) for Delivery & Legacy Secretary General H.E.

In July, FIFA revealed a tent city presenting accommodation for the Football World Cup, which will 
cost fans £350 per night as part of a fan village camping encounter. The tournament, at the time of 
writing, will take place in 75 days.
